An 18-year-old motorcycle 
rider, bleeding profusely from 
multiple gaping wounds received 
in a head-on collision, is brought 
to Medical Center Hospital. A 
transfusion is needed 
immediately—but where will the 
blood come from? 

Fortunately for this patient, the 
blood will come from the Stewart 
Blood Bank located nearby. 
Stewart Blood Bank officials ex¬ 
plain that only nine percent of the 
population supplies the blood for 
themselves and the other 91 
percent. 

‘ ‘This center alone supplies the 
total blood products needed for 
42 hospitals in the East Texas 
area,” said Betty Hayes, director 
of donor services and communi¬ 
ty relations at the Blood Bank, 
‘ ‘ serving a population of approx¬ 
imately one million people. An 
increase in the population and 
new services requiring blood pro¬ 
ducts contribute to the increased 
need for blood donors.” 

“If we can maintain a local 
supply of blood from known 
volunteer donors, we can be sure 
of providing a safe source of 
blood products for our area pa¬ 
tients,” said Hays. 

She reassures those fearful of 
getting the dreaded disease, AIDS 
(acquired immune deficiency syn¬ 
drome), from a transfusion. 
“There has never been a known 
case of AIDS reported by Stewart 
Blood Bank patients,“ she said. 

Blood has a life span of 35 
days. Before that time passes, 
many transfusable products are 
separated out, such as red and 


white blood cells, platelet- 
concentrate and fresh-frozen 
plasma. 

After the 35-day period, blood 
is used for making gamma 
globulin. In 1984, 27,417 pints of 
blood were donated, resulting in 
40,000 units of transfusable 
products. 

Prospective donors often ask 
the following questions, Hayes 
said. 

Q. Why should I give blood? 

A. Blood for transfusions must 
come from people; there is no 
other source. 

Q. Who can be a donor? 

A. Any adult between 17-66 
years old who has not had a 
serious illness recently or a 
history of certain diseases, and 
weighs over 110 pounds. 

Q. How often can a donor 
give blood? 

A. Every eight weeks. 

Q. How long does it take the 
body to replace the blood? 

A. A donor’s volume is replac¬ 
ed within several minutes to a few 
hours. The red blood cells replace 
themselves more slowly, but are 
restored during the interval re¬ 
quired between donations by the 
blood bank. 

A unit from the Stewart Blood 
Bank will be on campus April 
9-10. Those wishing to donate 
blood before that time may do so 
at the Stewart Blood Center, 
located at 817 Clinic Drive.

Recently, 65 students from 
history, government and English 
classes completed a student pro¬ 
file survey. Ten questions in¬ 
vestigated various traits of student 
background and behavior. 

All Van Halen fans can rejoice 
because rock music, with 48 per¬ 
cent, tops the music category for 
listeners. Twenty-nine percent 
depend on mellow rock and soul 
listeners made up 15 percent. 
Country music was in last place 
with nine percent of the surveyed 
listeners. 

Clubs and restaurants are an 


outlet for some 45 percent of 
students with spare time. The 
other 29 percent spend their spare 
time at friends’ houses. Movies 
and studying occupy the other 26 
percent. 

Almost half of those surveyed 
live on their own in an apartment 
or house. Thirty-five percent live 
with their parents. The other 23 
percent live on campus, some in¬ 
dicating a desire for their own 
apartment. 

Eighteen percent of students 
surveyed said they dress to im¬ 
press, while 75 percent prefer to 
be comfortable. Astonishing are 
the 6.5 percent of the 65 surveyed 
who responded that they have a 
“who cares” attitude about the 
way they dress for school. 

Students’ dating habits tend to 
fluctuate weekly at TJC, with the 
needs and demands of who they 
may be dating that particular 







week. Forty-five percent said 
they date only on weekends, 
unless a party is planned for a 
week night. 

Obviously, the right students 
were not reached to get a positive 
outcome on student involvement, 


because 65 percent of those 
surveyed are not involved in any 
organizations or clubs. 

When asked if they considered 
themselves involved religiously, 
the percentage was again 65, this 
time in a positive direction.
